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THE ANARCHIST TRIAL YESTERDAY. 

The testimony in the Anarchist trial yes- 
terday again partook of the sensational. The 
event of the day was evidence offergd by 
Mr. Moulton of G Rapids with refer 
ence to Spies’ visit to that city for the pur- 
pose of propagating his ideas. It was fully 
corroborated on every important point by the 
witness Shook, who followed Moulton, and 
seems to have established the fact of the ex- 


for more than a year. it was planned to 
take effect at a time when the differences 
between capital and labor could be used by 
the conspirators as a pretext for the murder- 
ous attack. The dissatisfaction of the work- 
ingmen was to be fanned into revolt by in- 
cendiary harangues. Spies industriously 
sought to use the Jabor organizations to spread 
his doctrines of violence. Crime, when suc- 
cessful, was to ennoble the criminal. The 
agencies of legislation and the ballot-box 
were to give way to the dynamite bomb, the 
torch, and the dagger, and Spies promised to 
his dupes, if suceessful, ample reward in 
plunder and power. 

This was the startling progtam which 
Spies presented to the Knights of Labor at 
Grand Rapids fifteen months before the 
bomb-throwing in Chicago, Chicago was. to 
be the centre of revolution, the initial point 
of outbreak; but it was not the only place 
for revolution. Inducements were to be held 
out to the dissatisfied workingmen every- 
where to secure their cooperation in the 
revolt. The Chicago propagandist of whole- 
sale slaughter estimated the revolutionary 
force at this polnt at 3.000. ‘The agencies to 
be used—dynamite and other explosives— 
would compensate for lack of numbers. 
Spies hoped for success: in his efforts to 
destroy, and, as a successful revolutionist, 
meant to take rank with George Washington. 

The testimony of Moulton on all those 
points was clear and concise. It was not 
shaken in the least by the cross-examination. 
When the witness left the stand the outlook 
for the conspirators was bad. 

The testimony of the witness James K. Ma- 
gie tended further to confirm the facts sworn to 
by Moulton as to the occasion on which the 
revolution should begin and as to the agencies 
that would be employed. i 

The ideas entertained by Spies in Febru- 
ary were repeated in the October followmg. 
Dynamite was spoken of as the agency, and 
the workingmen were begged to arm them- 
selves for the revolution for the following

THE DIVISION OF DAKOTA. 

The people of Dakota are at last moving 
in the right direction by demanding that their 
voie@s, shall be heard on the question of the 
division of the Territory. A bill has been 
introduced in Congress for the- admission of 
South Dakota as a State under the Sioux 
Falls Constitution, which covers only that 
partof the Territory south of the forty- 
sixth degree of latitude. Another bill pro- 
vides for the admission of the Territory 
without division. In either case, whether 
divided or undivided, Dakota has fulfilied all 
the condinons of Statehood. Southern Da- 


kota long since established her claim to 


admission on the conventional basis of popu- 
lation and has taken the preliminary steps 
of admission by setting up the customary 
State machinery. The people have elected a 
Legislature, State officers, and members 
of Congress, selected their Capital, and 
adopted a Constitution. If Southern Dakota 
is ready to be a State, all the more is the 
whole Territory. But right here comes the 
questions Do the people of Dakota want 
division? Upon that question they have 
never had an opportunity to express them- 
selves. Until they do it is inevitable that 
the Denrocratic majority in Congress will 


oppose the admission of the Territory, either. 


divided or as a whole, upon the ground that 
they are uncertain what the people of the 
Territory wish. 

No action will be taken during this sedsion 
even upon the Sprmgor bull, which provides 
for the admission of the Territory as a whole 
and is the only one reported by the majority 
of the C ee on Territories. Pending 
the failure of Congress to act, what better use 
can the people of Dakota make of their time 
than to silence the clamor of the politicians 
and demand the right to vote upon the ques- 
tion ot division, so that there shall be no pre- 
text for opposition in that direction? ‘The 
Vermilion Republican, a South Dakota 
paper, says on this point: ö 


The people of the Territory should have a 
chance to vote on the question of division. But 
so far they have never had a chance, and unless 
better counsel ails among the would-be lead- 
ers of the people they never will. If a majorit 
of the whole Territory voted for division tha 
would be something to stand on and to fight for. 
But as it is now there are many of our best men, 
at least in this secuon, who do not believe in di- 
vision, and who do believe the le of Dakota 
would vote it down if th the opportunity. 
One in: had this division business 
not been started Dakota today would have been 
a State in the Union. 


This -is sound doctrine, If the people 
vote against division then there can be no 
further ground for opposing the admission 
of the whole Territory. If they vote for 
division South Dakota can urge her claim 
with irresistible force and North Dakota 
will remain in her present Territorial condi- 
tion until the time, not faroff, when she, too, 
will have satisfied all the requirements of 
Statehood. This division question is the last 
obstacle ff the way, and it is within the 
power of the people to remove it at once. 
That done the next rap on the door will 
promptly be answered. 


THE TUNNEL ORDINANCE PASSED. 

By a vote of 30 to 6 the City Council at its 
meeting last night passed the amended tun- 
nel omfinance proposed at the meeting of 
Monday week without material change. An 
amendment offered by Colvif leaying it op- 
tional with the railroad company to build 
the bridge at Clark street or the 
bridge at Wells street first was adopted. 
It provides, af course, that if the 
bridge at Wells street is first built the com- 


pany shall continue to pay the city 815,000 


until the Clark street bridge is completed. 
Several other amendments in the interest of 
the city were voted down by the majority. 
Ald. Kerr's  twenty-five-rides-for-a-dollar 
amendment, an amendment offered by 
Aid. Campbell providing for the re 
moval of the snow from all the tracks 
of the North Side Company, and an 
amendment by Ald. Dixon providing that the 
company should pay $1,000 for the mainte- 
nance and repair of the bridges were reject- 
ed, though strongly supported by the minor- 
ity. : 

Some of the Aldermen who voted against 
these amendments did so because they were 
afraid that the majority would make the 
amendments, if added, a pretext for voting 
down the ordinance, These Aldermen felt 
that the measure as it passed is on the whole 
favorable to the city. ‘There were known to 
be twenty-three Aldermen in the Council 
prepared to give the tunnel to the company 
for one bridge, and tt was feared that there 
might. be twenty-four. Under the new 
ordifance the city gets two bridges 
for the tunnel. It is apparent from 
the action of the North Side company’s agents 
in the Council that the street-car corporation 
will prefer*to give the bridges to paying the 
annual sum of $25,000. The latter sum rep- 
resents 5 per cent interest on $500,000, 
whereas the company can provide the bridges 
for the city at not to exceed $300,000. The 
company will prefer to save the $200,000 uf 
difference. However, $300,000 is better than 
the $125,000 first proposed by the majority of 
the Council Committee on Railroads, 

The Council minority of twelve or thirteen 
made à gallant fight on this ordinance. They 
have sought to protect the city’s interests. 
They have been in a measure successful. 
Their services are entitled to grateful public 
recognition. The sehemings of the corrup- 
tionists—their. efforts to rob the city in their 
own interest and that of the railroad com- 
pany—will be remembered at the proper 
time, |

Not only would the extra 
load in the Treasury be applied to its legiti- 
mate use of lessening the burden of the Na- 
tional debt, but the act would remove a 
strong temptation to lavish expenditure 
for jobs. It is too.early to judge 
how the measure would be construed in re- 
gard to the silver question, but not improba- 
ble that the fears of the gold-bugs would 
prove to be unfounded. If only the $75,- 
000, 000 which appeared as surplus in the last 
statement, after deducting the small coin in 
the Treasury, be treated as available, the 
worst consequence would be a lessening of 
the circulation of National-bank notes by a 
part of that amount, which would be more 
than made up by the additional specie put 
into the hands of the people. The total ad- 
dition to the amount of money in circulation 
may be roughly estimated to be about 2 per 
cent, which is not sufficiently large to seri- 
ously derange the current of business, and if 
it did would affect it in the right way. 

According to the best. estimates we have 
seen the total surplus available for reduc- 
tion of the public debt is in round numbers 
$75,000,000, of which $57,000,000 is in gold 
coin and $18,000,000 in silver coin. If the 
gold coin should first be paid out at the rate 
of $10,000,000 per month for the redemption 
of bonds it would not be exhausted in much 
less than six months, even if there were no 
addimon made to the gold surplus during 
that period. But it is not reasonable to be- 
lieve that there would be no flow of gold 
intoithe Treasury. Before the present ex- 

gold over the fictitions ‘‘ redemption ” 
fund of $100,000,000 had been paid out 
enough new gold would come in to provide 
for the continuance of the payments during 
the fiscal year. 

We believe the Morrison resolution is 
fiscally sound. It ought to pass the Senate, 
and if the Wall street Administration vetoes 
it it ought to be passed over the veto. Even 
if it should result in forcing $18,000,000 of 
silver out of the Treasury, or in the substitu- 
tion of that amount of silver for an equal 
amount of gold now held in the fictitious 
fund for the redemption of greenbacks, the 
resolution would be of substantial benefit 5 
the country. 


THE EXTRADITION TREATY. 

It is definitly settled that a supplementary 
extradition treaty has been negotiated be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 
The new provisions, which are amendments 
to the treaty of 1842, signed by Webster and 
Lord Ashburton, grow out of the correspond- 
ence which was initiated by the Arthur Ad- 
ministration, and were submitted by the 
British Government to our State Department 
as additions to the treaty which itis. willing 
to accept. In this connection the following 
extract from a communication on the subject, 
which Mr. Arthur transmitted to the Senate 
in 1884, is of special interest: 


By the tenth article of the treaty of 1842 the 
following crimes only are enumerated: Murder, 
assault with intent to commit murder, piracy 
arson, robbery, forgery, the utterance of forged 
paper. The bulk of the representations made to 
this department in favor of an enlargement of 
the list have urged that fraudulent bankrupte 
and embezzlement should be especially name 
If an- op A gy for revision and enlargement 
of the British list be found, this department 
would favor the addition of manslaughter, coun- 
terfeiting, embezzlement of public moneys, or by 
persons hired or salaried, larceny, perjury, rape, 
abduction, child-stealing, kidnaping, —— 
criminal destruction of a vessel, and mutiny or 
revolt on shipboard, all of which are found speci- 
fied and appropriately defined in the later extra- 
— treaties of the United States with other 

owers. 


The crimes specified in the tenth. article 
still remain extraditable. To these have 
been added four more—manslaughter, bur- 
glary, embezzlement, or larceny, involymg 
the amount of $50 and upwards, and mali- 
cious destruction of property which involves 
the life of others and which in either country 
is made acrime by law. While the treaty 
specifically exempts those who are convicted 


+ of merely political offenses, the last named 


cause for extradition holds dynamiters and 
Socialists in its clutch, Of this no 
one but the dynamite assasins them- 
selves will complain. It will make 
their murderous calling more dangerous 
in future. They will not find shelter in this 
country, Canada, or Great Britain. It places 
the ban upon them as the common enemies 
of mankind, which they are. It is time that 
thelr infernal purpose of destroying life and 
property should be stamped as crime both 
by local law and international agreement. 
They are murderers, and recent experiences 
in this city and conspiracies elsewhere in this 
country have emphasized the necessity of 
dealing with them as murderers, instead of 
allowing them to shield themselves behind 
the pretense of social reform or political 
revolution. It is time that all civilized gov- 
ernments should band together and stamp 
out these murderous outlaws. 


The néw provision which affects embez- 


zlers will check the hegira to Canada which 
has going on so long. Unfortunately 
the treaty provides that it shall not be con- 
sidered retroactive in its scope or be so con- 
strued as to include past offenses’ under its 
operation. This will be joyful news to the 
American colonies of scoundrels in Montreal, 
Quebec, Toronto, Windsor, and other places 
across the barrier which has so long stood 
between them and the penitentiary and to 
British colonists who have settled among us 
to escape the swift operation of English jus- 
tice. The news of the negotiation of this 
treaty may also account for the present rush 
of defaulters from American cities into Can- 
ada, There is an evident determination to 
improve what little time is left.

The 
heir apparent attains his majority on his 
birthday, while the other mem- 
bers of the family de not come of 
ago untl ther wre 21. The heir 
to the throne and bis oldest gon are obliged to 
marry Princesses of the orthodox religion, but 
the other sons ot the Cnarowitz are left to their 
own option. Besides these changes many of 
the Grand Dukes and Grand Duchesses and 
other titular members of the reigning family 
aod thuir relatives have bad tbeir tities reduced 
as well as their salaries. Tre Grand Duke 
Nicholas, heir appparent, is now 18 years old.

The full text of the convention recently signed 
in London by Minister Phelps ri of 
Rosebery, extending and edd the extra- 
dition provisions of the treaty of 1842, is given 
below. The convention extends the provisions 
of Art 10 of the treaty of i842 
to four crimes not therein named, as follows: 
Manslaughter. burgiary, embezzlement, or 
larceny, involving the amount of $50 or £10, 
and malicious injuries to property, whereby 
the life of any person shail be endangered, 
if auch injuries constitute a crime ac- 
cording to the laws of both countries. It 


is also provided that thé provisions of Art. 10 
shall apply to persons convicted of the crimes 
named in the treaty of 1842 and the new con- 
vention, as well as to those charged before 
trial with commission of them. The con- 
vention is not retroactive; no surrender is to 
be demanded fora political offense, and no 
trial is permitted for any other offense than 
the: one for which extradidon is requested 
enti the person extraditea shall Save 
bad an opportunity to return to the 
State by which. be was surrendered. 
In his letter to the Secretary. of State Me. 
Pheips says itis understood between the two 
Governments that the convention shal! not 
stand in the way of a more elaborate treaty if 
one is desired, but be expresses the opinion 
that a new treaty will not be necessary. 
The convention is now before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Juaiciary, from which it will de re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
An early favorable report to the Senate is 
looked for, though the convention may not be 
ratified at the present session of Congress. 
The treaty reads as follows: 
CONVENTION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
HER BRITANNIO MAJESTY. 
WHEREAS, By the tenth articlé of the treaty 
concluded between the United States and her 
Britannic Majesty the 9th day of August, 1843, 
provision is made for the extradition of persons 
charged with certain crimes;and, .

a genral business with its pa- 


power to transact a general merchandising busi- 
ness through the medium of a system of certifi- 
cates of membership, a newspaper called the 
National Economist and other means for assist- 
ing its certificate-holders to obtain every class of 
merchandise they may desire at wholesale prices 
from manufacturers roducers direct. 
Certificate-holders in cities, certificate- 
holders in small towns, and ae lders in

The circulars then describe how people who 
bold certificates may live much more cheaply 
than their neighbors who don’t bold them. 
The method isto fill out “estimate bianks” 
stating what you desire to buy and send these 
to the association.

„THAT LAST TROUBLE.” 


This Appears to Have Been the Cause of 
the Suicide of J. A. Ocistreich at the 
Windsor Hotel—His Letters to His Wife 
and Children; . 

A middle-aged man, plainly dressed, named 
J. A. Ovistreich committed suicide at the 
Windsor Hotel yesterday morum by shooting 
tmmeelf in the right temple. He had but re- 
cently arrived from Oconomowoc, Wis., where 
be left a wife and two children, a boy anda 
girl. The remoteness of bis room from the 
hotel office was the reason that no one heard 
the snot. About 7:30 he came into the office 
and asked the cierk if there was any mai) for 
him. Receiving a negative reply, be returned 
to his room and was never again seen alive. 
Had he remained ia the office a few minutes 
longer be would have received the following 
dispaich:

The suicide’s pistol. a %2-calibre No. 3 Red 
Jacket, was found Um near the washstand. 
Several letters, freshiy written, addressed to 
his wife and obiidren, and 76 cents were the 
only articles found on bis body. In the letter 
to bis wife be begged ber to forgive him the 
terrible act be was about to comnit. The only 
cause was referred to as that last trouble.” 
Nothing more definit, however, is offered. To 
hia children be wrote the following letter: 

My Dear Children, Henry and Julian: I bid 

ou good-by; try and mind your mamma and be 

nd.to her as long as she lives. She has had a 
great deal of — but if she outlives this last 
trouble make her forget all her troubles through 
your kindness. This is your papa’s last w 
and, my dear boy, Henry, do keep everything 
straight and always tell the truth.

A note addressed to his wife informed ber 
where there are certain moneys coming to ber 
in Oconomowoc. . 

Mrs. Ocistreich arrived from Oconomowoc 
during the afternoon, and was met at the St. 
Paul depot by one of Coroner Hertz's depu- 
ties. After the news of ber bueband's death 
bad been broken to ber she decided to return 
to Osconomowoe at once. She left for that 


‘place last evening, and it is said she took ber 


husband's body with her. 

Oconomowoc, Wis., July 19.—([Special. |— 
The suicide had been in business here for the 
last fourteen years, he having come here from 
Watertown. He was in the saloon business 
for about eight years, then engaged in the 
boot and sboe trade, which he sold out in less 
than six months, going on to a farm for three 
years. About two years ago he started a 
grocery store, but bis stock saving become 
damaged by fires, of which there were two in 
the brier time de was so engaged, be ciosed 
out last spring at auction. He was a man-of 
peculiar temperament, failing to make or re- 
tain many friends, and of late had acted 
strangely even to bis family. He was report 
ed to be worth from $10,000 to $12,000, and was 
a member of the I. O. O. F. He left here last 
Saturday. and his family only learned of his 
whereabouts by a letter received from him this 
moruing. 


AFFAIRS OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


The Proposition Made the City by the 
Pennsylvania Company Regarding Stew- 
art Avenue—The Old Burlington Tracks 
Matter—Boulevarding Ashland Avenue. 
At the meeting of the Council last nighta 

communication was received from the Penn- 
syivania Company in reference to the ordi- 
nance requiring the paving of eighteen feet of 
Stewart avenue. They were willing to do it, but 
interpreted the ordinance of 1864 as applying 
to the space covered by their tracks, as in the 
case of street railways. The tracks could not 
be shifted very well, and there wasn't space 
to the west, Rs the Western In- 
diana tracks were near by. So they 
suggested that Stewart avenue be widened 
thirty-three feet between Twenty-third and 
Thirty-ninth; that ten feet be given to a side- 
walk and twenty-three feet to a roadway; that 
a substantial brick wall be erected between this 
street and the tracks, as on South Clark street; 
that permission be given the company to lay 
two additional tracks on Stewart avenue: and, 
with the Western Indiana, to run at 
a higher rate of speed. In return the 
company offered to pay all the expenses of the 
widening, et., including ail damages awarded 
to the property-owners, and of putting gates at 
the crossings. The document and a petition 
of the property-owners giving consent were 
sent to the Committee on Railroads. 

Ald, Lyte tried to dave made a special) order 
for the next meeting the matter of submitting 
to the voters at the November election the 
proposition to appropriate $100,000 for the in- 
crease of the police force. A motion to that 
effect was tabled. 

The old, oid matter of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy tracks on Twenty-second street 
weat of Halsted came up again, 
the “compromise ordinance” being re- 
considered, and a motion made to pass 
another allowing the tracks to remain where 
they are west of Halsted—in the centre of the 
street—and on the south side of the street, 
east of Haisted. After u iong talk the latter 
went through. ! 

Ald. Kerr presented a petition from proper- 
ty-owners on Ashland avenue, between Wash- 
ingten and Twelfth streets, favoring it, and an 
ordinance turoing over the street to the West 
Park Board for boulevard purposes. Both 
were sent to the Committee on Streets and 
Allers. West Division. 

The Council adjourned until Friday evening.

OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM?

Arguments on the Affirmative Side of That 


Question — Our Neighbor Has Land, 
Water, and Atmosphere, and Receives 
More Heat from the Sun than We Do— 
What Sort of a Man the Inhabitant of 
Mars Must Be. 


Chambers’ Journal: The question as to the, 
bapvitability of other worlds than ours bas a. 


ways been a very fascinating one, apd, indeed, 
it is not surprising that it is so; for, since the 
days when the Earth was debased from ber 
proud postion as the centre of the universe, 
and was assigned ber proper place among the 
planets, tnere seemed to be no particular 
reason why she alone should produce life, and 


why other planets, apparently as suitable for 
thie purpose as she i, should wander unin- 


habited through space. : 

Up to the present time it must be confessed 
we have met with nothing but disappointment 
in this branch of inquiry, for not only bave we 
not detected living cteatures on any other 
member of the solar system, but, with the sin- 
gle exception we are considering, there is ap- 
pareatly no other body whose surface is under 
conditions which would lead us to suppose 
that it might support life, or, st least, life in 
any form with which we are acquainted. It is, 
of course, useless to argue about the possibil- 
ity of life under entirely different conditions. 
For instance, there might be some form of life 
on the Sun, We can only say that it would be 
so different from what we know as life that the 
term would be bardiy applicabie; and whether 
it is likely to exist or not is a question which 
our limited experience does uot allow us to an- 
swer one way or the other. . 

The Moon, again, may be the bome of living 
creatures, but they must be so constituted as 
to exist without air of any sort, which ig rather 
contrary to our notions of life. 

We will bere go to the length of examining 
in detail the conditions which obtain on the 
surface of all the bodies within range of our 
telescopes, but we may state thatin none of 
them, with the exception of the planet Mars, 
is there any resemblance to our Barth, and, 
therefore, life, as we know it, could not exist 
on them. With Mars the case is different, and 
at first sight there: appears to be a state of 
things which approximates closely to that which 
obtains bere. The planet Mars appears to the 
uaked eye adeep red color, and when exam- 
ined with the we see that 


firmed by later observations; and now no 
doubt exists on the point. The principal prob- 
lem that we are bere confronted wit® is this: 
assuming that what appears green on Mars is 
a liquid of some sort, can we assume that it 
is water, and not some other liquid with which 
perhaps we are unacquainted? This question 
appears at first sight impossibie; for, unless 
we can bring some of the Martial Sea down 
to the earth and analyze it, how can we deter- 
mine its chemical constitution? The telescope 
evidently will not help us here, and we must 
call to our aid powerful ally of the tele 


scope—the spectrosco . 

The method of observation employed is a 
question which wecannot enter into here; it 
must suffice to state results, which all tena to 
prove that these seas are com of water 
similar to ours. It must not be Understood 
that we have been able to determine this di- 
rectiy; the only fact that we know for certain 
about it is that in the Martial atmosphere there 
is a considerable quantity of water-vapor, 
which it is only fairto assume has been raised 
by evavoranon from the seas, which are the re- 
fore also water. 

Some time ago it was observed that situated 
at each pole of Mars there is a white patch, 
which increases and decreases at regu- 
lar intervals. This has been observed for 
many years before the explanation was sug- 
gested by Herschel that it was due to the 
freezing of the sea, and was exactly analogous 
to our Arctic and Antarctic Oceans. If this 
was true the patch of ice would, of course, 
decrease in the Martial summer, and increase 
again as the winter came on. This was soon 
shown to be the fact. Thus we see that, as far 
as regards the sea, Mars is very similar to our 
earth, with the exception that the proportion 
of land is much larger. On the earth the land 
is only about one-third the area of the sea; 
while on Mars the land and sea surfaces seem 
to be about equal in extent. The land is much 
out up by the water, which exists not so much 
in the form of afew large ans, but rather 
asa number of curious-sbha narrow inlets 
ana channels, which intersect che continents 
in all directions. The bright red color of the 
land is a curious fact for which no adequate 
explanation bas et been suggested. Herschel 
considered it was due to the peculiar pature ot 
the soil; but it certainly seems curious that in 
this point Mars should differ from ail the other 
planets. The appearance. of the Earth, seen 
from a similar distance, would 22828 be a 
dirty green, or verbaps brown. In fact, on the 
Earth we have no soil or rock which occurs in 
any quantity of the red color which we ob- 
serve on Mars. There is therefore no vegeta- 
tion, unless we adopt the curious theory, ad- 
vanced by a French savant, that in Mars the 
foliage is read. Uniluckliy, we have no instru- 
ment that can at all help us here; the tele- 
scope and spectroscope are alike useless, and 
for the présent we must content ourselves with 
vain contectures. 

The next point that ought to e our at- 
tention is the atmosphere. without which no 
life is possible. The method we use to deter- 
mine whether a planet has an atmosphere is a 
very simpie one: we have only to observe it 
pass in front of a fixed star; then, if there is 
no air round it the light from the star will be 
extinguished instantaneously, as it is in the 
case of the moon; whereas, if it has an atmos- 
phere, the light will graaually die away, be 
cause, instead of being shut off suddenly by an 
opaque body, it wilh be siowly dimmished by 
the increasing thickness of the air that it is 
viewed through, and will very likely have en- 
tirely disappeared before the actual body of 
the planet is interposed. By applying this ob- 
servation to Mars it has been determined that 
it has an atmosphere, the exact thickness of 
which, bowever, we are uns to measure. 
It seems fair to assume that the amount 
of air which surrounds it is about the same 
proportion to the total mass of the planet as 
in the case of the Earth. Without entering 
inte calculauons, we may state thar, it this is 
true, the pressure of the air at the surface of 
Mars would be about eqnal to five inches of 
mercury, or about one-sixth of the normal 
atmospheric pressure on the earth. 

Now, given an atmosphere and a large ex- 
tent of sea, we sbould naturaliy expect that 
clouds would form a prominent ture on the 
Martial surface; and ation has proved 
this to be the case. On several occasions some 
of the features of the planet have been ob- 


served to be obscured by a sort of white lim. 


Was a cloud, 
These clouds appear more markedly at the 
edge of the disc, or at those points where it 
would be morning or evening, and we may 
therefore assume that, similar to the Earth, 
Mars is liable to mists of clouds forming at 
dawn and in the evening.

Our Barth. as seen from Mars, when at his 
nearest, would appear about the same size aé 
Jupiter does to us; that is to say, would sub- 
tend an angle of about 40 seconds. At bis 
farthest distance this would be reduced to 14. 

We thus see that tnere is ample room for as- 
suming that this, the most interesting of all 
the planets, is the abode of creatures not os 
sentially different from ourselves. Being con- 
siderably older than we are, the Martialites 
are probabiy much further advanced in the 
arts and sciences; and perbaps there may be 
some truth in the story of the Italian astrougo- 
mer who says he bas lately detected lights on 
the planet moving about in such a way as 
seems to indicate a deliberate intention to 
communication with the Earth. What the 
guage of the light is, we have not been in- 
tormed; let us hope it is something. more prac- 
tical than the proposal of the Kussian savant 
to communicate with the moon by cutting a 
buge figure of the forty-seventh proposition of 
Euclid on the plains of Siberia, which, be said, 
any fool would understand.

The consideration given to the sword in 
Japan is an interesting study in iteelf, and one 
in which much is learned about the babite of 
these curious people. As an insignia of the 
divine authority of the Mikados, the sword, to 
the military class, became a symbol of 
loyalty and pride, and Japanese writers speak 
of it in glowing terms as the precious pos- 
session of lord and vassal from times older 
than the divine veriod,“ or as the living soul 
of the samurai.“ Many treatises have been 
written upon this theme, the art of determin- 
ing the maker and date of a sword-blade being 
one of t research and labor. Those made 
before 1603, A. D., are called old swords; those 

made since, new swords, and the former was a 
long, straight, aoubie-edged weapon called the 
ken, the jatter a katana, single-edged and 
slightly curved toward the point. A short 
Sword or dirk called the wakizashi was worn 
with the katana asa sign of gentle birth or 
military inheritance. Members of the fourth 
and fitth rank in the Empire wore a short dirk 
Without a guard, which doctors and artists 
were also required to carry, and stilettos a foot 
long were a part of un officer’s and nobleman’s 
dress. Others could be mentioned, but these 
will suffice to show their important character 
among a people who inscribe such sentiments 
as the following upon their blades: ‘In one’s 
last days, one’s sword becomes the wealth of 
one's posterity"; and, One's fate is in the 
hands of Heaven, but a skilitul fighter does 
not meet with death.” The making of swords 
in Japan was deemed an honorable profession, 
men of good family being trained to it, and 
many quaint customs attached themselves as 
ia manual to their use, which in their action 
ofttinies spoke louder than words, ana in- 
yoked deeds of Blood, A Japanese writer 
says: To clash the sheath of one’s sword 
against that belonging to another person was 
held to be a grave breach of etiquet; to turn 
the sheath in the belt as if to draw was tanta- 
while to lay one’s 
weapon on the floor ot a room., and to kick 
the guard with the foot in the direction of any 
one else, was a deadly insult that generally re- 
suited in a combat to the death. It was not 
even thought polite to draw a sword from its 
sheath without begging the permission of any 
other persons present.

“That fellow,” de said, is an entirely new 
species of the curbstone broker, but of 4 still 
lower grade than that individual. He is a 
sort of a runner for a bucket-shop. The 
bucket-shop is the medium of a large amount 
of petty gambling. Through its reguladonga 
man pute up $100 for 100 shares of stock. If 
the security in which he bas invested falls $1, 
he is wiped out and there is no further call 
for margin in the manuer in which the regular 
broker afilicts bis customers. If the stock 
goes up $1 the bucket-shop investor wins $100, 
but be can win no more, for the bucket-shop 
proprietor limits the amount of gain to $1 per 
share: In other words, be makes a straight 
bet with another man of $1 per share on the 
rise or fall of a certain security. But there are 
many men who would not be seen entering a 
bucket-shop. For some reason it is considered 
disreputable to be known as a patron of such 
an establishment. In the same way yeu will 
see millionaires who are not ashamed to meet 
you in Phil Dalys swell gambiing house at, 
Long Branch, nor to be seen pum up weir 


ohips on the green cloth of Saratoga, but who 


would curl their lips disdainfully at the man 
who would invest his smaller money in Buffalo 
Du's modest game on Sansom street. So you 
see there are hundreds of men banging around 
Third street who would take bucket-sbop 
flyers were it not for the disrepute attaching 
to such investments. The man who accosted. 
me a moment ago and who made the round of 
these tables is a seif- appointed intermediary 
between the bucket-shop and its higher toned 
patrons. S0 strong is the passion for gambiing 
that men are tempted by it even when eating 
their midday lunch. That young fellow visits 
nearly every restaurant in or about the finan- 
cial centre, and bere and there he picks up 
orders for 10, 25, 50, and sometimes 100 shares 
to be bought or sold.“ 

„But how does he make bis profit?“ 
quired. 

* Easily enough, replied my companion; 
“the bucket-shop proprietor gives.him three 
cents on every share of stock be brings him 
an order for the sale or purchase of, and 
customer gives him tbree cents a share for 
executing his commission. If be buys or sells 
200 shares u day his profits, you see, are $12. 
Fairiy good pay, you see, and easy work; but, 
unfortunately, those who engage in it become 
infected with the fever that is their source of 
sustenance, and nearly all their earnings drop 
into the pockets of the bucket-shop proprie- 
tors.
